shoored to starboard and grounded on soma 
recks in a very. dangerous position. The 
firomen again left the ongine room, but 
after-some trouble they were persuaded to 
return, and steam was got up again, and 
she was ultimatsly baeked off and bonched 
in.a sheltered position on Flat Island, At 
this time ‘hor foro hold was full of water, 
thore were two fout of water ovar the main 


v 


gines woro stopped for’ about éight‘or nine . 
minytes, and then the ship. went on again 
at full speod. That’ waa kept. up: until'a 
little after six o'clock, whon he hourd the 
telegraph ring, and then he knew by tho 
motion of the. onginos—he was at his tea ab 
the time—that they. were going slow. “Ho 
went down again into tho engine room at 
7 o'clodk, when tho ongines wore going 
half speed, ‘They continued at that rate 
until 7.16, when they were: slowed,. and 
then stoppad for about ton minutes, They 
wore then sent on again at 7.25, : At 7,25 
tho telegraph: rang ‘atop’ and. thon ‘full 
spoed astern,’ . _Immedintely afterwards ho 
folt a heavy ehozk in the ongine room.

He oxamined the engine room 
and found wo water in it ; but tho chief 
mata cime dawn and reported that tliere 
was wator in the forehold.. He: thon 
pat on the donkey pump and- kapt 
it going all night, but that did -not 


deok of tho forecastle and fore cabin, and the 
havao pipes were completely under water. 
Immediately the ship wenton shore, ahe vas 
surrounded by large fishing junky, nnd the 
fishormen came ‘on board, and commenced 
to plundor everything. We kopt firing un 
them, but thoy were so ninuerous that ony 
offorts to keap them off were usvless, We 
then confined our efforts to protecting the 
sulvon oud the aft held, where the opium 
and yalunblo cargo were. Tho pirates 
looted the pnsséngers’ lugyaga, the officers’ 
enbins and all tho deck houses, breaking 
and destroying everything, About'l p.m., 
the secund and third officera’ bonts returnad 
with the two European passengers, tho 
mails and treasure. We then got together, 
and drove the pirates ‘out ofthe ship, We 
afterwards ran out two ateol huwaors, to the 
‘rocks, to keop the vessel steady, and com- 
monced saving tho ship's fittings and atores, 
At430 p.m. tha ship gradually filled and 


the Colony and another man bean appoint- 
ed but ss he had not yot arrived, he, de- 
fondant, had managed the paper in the moan- 
while. 

The case was then remanded till Saturday 
next at 11 o.m., bail boing allowed to do- 
fondant in two sureties of $500 each. 


THE STRANDING OF THE ¢ ZAFIRO,’ 


COURT OF ENQUIRY, 

A Marine Court of Enqniry was oponod 
this morning at the Harbour Master's ollico, 
for the purpose of enquiring into the cir- 
oumstances attending the stranding of the 
British steamer Zazivo on Flat Istand, on 
the Bth April. The Qowrt was composed 
of Captain RL Mnrray Rumsey, R.N., Har- 
bour Master. (President); Lieut, A,” E, 
MeMurdo, -of H. B. M.'s recoiving ship 
Victor Emanuel, Captain. G. D. Fitwan, 
master of tho Douglas Co.’s steamship 
Namoa, ond Captain Jobn Thearle, master 
of the Diitish steamer Lennox, 

The President read tho lettor of Captain 
Talbot, tiaster_of the Zayiro, applying for 
the Court of Euquiry, atid also the Go- 
vernor’s Warrant anthorising the holding of 
the Court, : 

Robert Talbot, sworn, said—I am master, 
of tho British steamer Zajiro, I left Hong. 
kong at7 p.m,, on Saturday, April 4th, for 
Amoy and the North. We hud on board 
two European and. 157 Chinese passengers, 
with a crew all told of 55. We were’partly 
laden with about G0 tons general carga, 
about 40 chests of opium, two boxes of 
treasure und mails, , At 8.10 pn. depar.. 
ture wastaken from Ning Pina, bearing N., 
‘distuncd Ui miles, by standard compas At 
10 p.in., the course was ultored E. by N. 4 
N. Atda.m. there-was fog and we slowed 
down tuhalf speed, At 6.30 a.m. cleared 
np and went full speed ahead on a course: 

.N.E, At 8 acm., the weather, was foggy, 
We adaumed’ Breaker Point: was bearing 
N.W.,, distant 9 mies. From‘ thera wo 
stoorod n coursy N.E. by E. 4 E, until wo 
passed the Lammocks, distance run 126 
miles, _ At 11.45 a.m, we sighted the Bunt 
Rocks, bearing N., distant about 24 miles, 
We stopped and sonnded in 20 fathoms, 
and proccded slow, steoring N.E. by E. 4 
E. The position at noon hy dead reckoning 


sank by .the stern until the water covered 
the main deck, At 4 am. on Tucaday, 
the 7th, the pirates again. returned to the 
chip ‘and commenced looting. We drove 
them off by firing at them from the shore, 
On two separate occasions they. cut our 
haweors, On tho-sameo day, « Mandarin 
with soldiers arrived to afford us protection. 
At 9 p.m. tho pirates again roturned, and 
we manned our boats and drove thom off. 
They again cut our hawsers, We.ran out 
an anchor with 46\ fathoms of chain, to 
koep the ship steady. On the 9th, wo 
sighted the French Muil steamer Venzaleh 
and want off to her, but she would render 
no assistance. On the 10th the Hsmeraldy 
came up'and took off the passongers, maile 
and tredaure. On the ‘bth I pruceeded to 
Amoy to procure ussistance. On’ the, 2th 
the Milot Fi-l arrived, and we salvad 35 
ches's of opium. On’ the 14th May, the 
Pilot Fish returned with men, pumps and 
material for raising the Zafirs, und on the 
26th she wis successfully floated and beach~ 
ed in Tongsan; harbour. Sho was aftor- 
wards taken to Swatow, and eventually 
reachod Hongkong on the 16th instant. T 
produce an ‘extract from the official log 
buok, signed by all the officers, I cannot 
give you the exact deviation, it varied from 
f tu D° Easterly, At N.E. it wna 4’, and 
ab B. 1p. ..I remember that. When the 
ship was going full ppeed, sho would do a 
goud 11 knuts, and'at half speed,.7 or 8. 
J have been fourteen, yonra.in comanand of 
steamers, and 7 or 8 ye ra in command of 
these skeamers, At the time the ship 
struck, wa were allowing for « current of 
i} setting to tho Nv E. Before that we 
had allowed-14 knots, and. still the ship was 
ahead of hor position at noon, We saw no 
Jand after the Boat: Rocks’ until the ship:

Alexander Cobdan, sworn, said he was 
chief ofticer of the Zafira. The ship left 


was 23° N,, longitude 117° 2’ EB, At 12.46 
it was fogey, and we altered tha course to 
N. EL by.E. At 2.45 stopped for soundings 
ond found 26 fathoms, At 3 p.m. it was 
élear, ani, having altered couras to N.E., 
went full speed ahead, At 3.20 pm, 
altered. to N, Eby N. At 4.15 went 
slow ayain, At 4.50 stopped for soundings 
and found 26 fathoms. After sounding went 
ona course N.N.EL At 5.50 cleat, no land 
in sight; went full speed ahead, course N, 
by KE. At 6,'0 slowed on account of fog, 
At 6.15 stopped for soundings, 24 fathoma. 
At 7 pm again stopped, 21 fathoms, and: 
to vorify the pravious cast, stopped again 
and foimd the same result. At this time 
the. fug wos densely thick, with rain, and 
while in the chart room fixing the position 
by the soundings just ascertained, heard , 
tho chiefnftioer order tho helm to beputhard- 
a-starboard. I got on deck, and ordored 
the telegraph. ‘full, spesd astern,’ but the 
ship slowly grounded on some rocks vi- 
sible on the starboard side, quite near. 
The fog vas densely thick, the course ateer- 
ed being N.E., deviation 6° Easterly. On 
the bridge there were the chief officer, my 
self and tho look-ont at the time sho struck, 
with ‘another look-out on the bow. The 
engine telugraph: was half speed, but there 
was very little way un her when she struck. 
The log bool and engine room register were 
last. ‘These tines were taken from tho log 
slate, which. was found some davs after. 
wards, . After the ship struck I gave ordera 
for the sluices to be closed, the pump start- 
ed and the well sounded. The carpenter 
reported 2 feet of water forward, 3 inches aft 
and the engineers reported that the ongine 
Toom wasmaking no water, We got the men 
to quarters and cleared away the bonis fur 
lowering sud got the starbuard busts round 
to the porbaide, where it was smooth. I eent 
the chief steward and the head Chinaman in- 
to ‘the tween decks to pacify the passengers 
and keepthem undercontrol; and sturted the 
craw and praséngers to jetbisun cargo.
